After the fighting ended 
on the floor beneath him, he 
went to his private office and 
directed the army counter- 
attack, 

He said the main assault in- 
side the palace was by eight 
men who shot down a sergeant, 
a colonel and a private on 
guard and forced their way 
through the south palace door. 
On the first floor, four men 
headed for Batista’s office while 
the other four raced to other 
rooms,.They threw three gre- 
nades, Batista said, one of 
which exploded. 

“All I did was to use the 
telephone and give orders to 
my aides,” Batista said, “al- 
though my loaded .45 was very 
near by hand.” 

About 20 of the student-led 
attackers and three guards were 
killed in the fighting at the 
palace.

DOOLITTLE RATES: 
U.S. ABOVE REDS 
IN-AIRPOWER 


Warns, However, That 
Russia Is Making 
Faster Strides Than 
We Are. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 
(UP)—Lt. Gen. James H. Doo- 
little has told Congress that 
United States airpower is sti!) 
better than Russia’s but that 
the Russians are catching up. 


Doolittle, now chairman of 
the National Advisory Com. 
mittee for Aeronautics, Said 
the Russians were “making 
master strides than we are” in 
developing their air arm. 


He made the statement in 
testimony to a House Appro- 
priations subcommittee Feb. 
19. His statement was made 
public today, 

“The Russians have more 
airplanes than we,” he said. 
“They have more scientists and 
engineers than we, 

No Room for Complacency. 

“They are rapidly ciosing the 
technological gap. They are 
making a tremendous effort to 
surpass us. I think our weapons 
are still better than theirs, but 
there is certainly no room for 
complacency, Our very best ef- 
forts are required if we are to 
stay ahead,” 

Doolittle, now retired from 
the Air Force, led the first 
American bomber strike against 
Japan in World War II. He also 
heads the Air Force Scientific 
Advisory Board. 

Doolittle acknowledged that 
information on Russia’s air 
research was limited. 

“Exactly what the Russians 
have we do not know,” he said. 
Cites Red Scientific Efforts. 

But he said Russian scientific 
efforts have produced some im- 
pressive results with aircraft 
that this country knows the 
Russians have. He cited in par- 
ticular the development of a 
Russian bomber comparable to 
the eight-engine B-52. The Rus- 
sian plane, however, is powered 
with only four engines. 

“Their engine, therefore, has 
roughly twice as much thrust as 
ours,” he said. 

American scientists, however, 
have caught up with this ad- 
vance by the Russians and now 
have similar motors coming off 
the production lines, Russia had 
this motor “long before” the 
United States did, he said. 

“That we cannot laugh off,’ 
he added. 

John H. Victory, executive 
secretary of the National Advi- 
sory Committee, told the sub- 
committee that Russia in 10 
years would have the “best sci- 
entists” in the world “and more 


of them than we have.”

BEGINS STUDY OF 
WARRENTON FIRE 


Group Seeks to Deter. 
mine if Additional 
Laws are Necessary 
to Prevent Repetition 
of Disaster.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14 
—A study to determine whether 
additional legislation is neces- 
sary to prevent a repetition of 
the Warrenton nursing home 
fire, in which 72 persons were 
killed Feb. 17, was started last 
night by a_ special joint 
Senate-House committee. 


Senator Michael Kinney 
(Dem.), St. Louis, chairman, said 


the committee will first study |. 


reports of all governmental and 
private agencies which investi- 
gated the fire. 

These are reports made by 
the State Highway Patrol, in- 
vestigators for the National Fire 
Underwriters, the St. Louis po- 
lice arson squad, the state Divi- 
sion of Health and the Warren 
county coroner. 

The committee will meet 
again next Wednesday, and a 
public hearing will be held 
March 27, when persons having 
information concerning the dis- 
aster will be asked to appear. 

Bills which would require 
nursing homes to have chute or 
slide fire escapes from upper 
floors and heat-controlled fire 
alarms or automatic sprinkler 
systems of types recommended 
by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters were introduced 
in the House today by Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Beckerle 
(Dem.), St. Louis. 

Beckerle said he had been 
told that patients placed on 
mattresses in the chute escapes 
could be evacuated 15 times 
faster than when taken from a 
building on foot. The bill for 
automatic sprinklers is similar 
to one already pending, except 
that it includes the additional 
provision for underwriter ap- 


proval, 
Quick Action. 

The resolution authorizing es- 
tablishment of the Senate-House 
investigating group was intro- 
duced a week after the fire by 
Kinney and Senator George A. 
Spencer of Columbia, Senate 
Democratic floor leader. It di- 
rects the group to study the 
causes of the fire, and recom- 
mend within 60 days any legis- 
lation it believes is needed to 
safeguard against a _ similar 
tragedy. 

A special staff of 20 persons 
is being organized by the state 
division of health to put into 
effect a new code regulating 
nursing homes under provisions 
of the Spradling act, which was 
signed by Gov. James T. Blair 
yesterday. 

It has an emergency clause, 
and therefore became effective 
immediately. 

Some members of the new 
staff are attending a_ short 
course in fire inspection at the 
University of Missouri. The 
course started Tuesday and 
will continue through tomor- 
row. 

Dr. Henry M. Hardwicke, 
acting director of the health 
division, said the law is one of 
the best of its kind in the 
country, 

“We are implementing as 
rapidly as possible all of the 
recommendations . Gov. Blair 
has made,” he said, referring to 
specific improvements in super- 
vision and fire prevention 
standards. “The new act leaves 
no major loopholes as to care 
of patients,’ Dr. Hardwicke 
added. 

Three Classifications, 

Under the Spradling act, 
which replaces a regulatory 
law long considered inadequate, 
the health division is prescrib- 
ing minimum standards for 
homes of three kinds: Those 
providing professional nursing 
care, those with practical 
nurses, and those which are 
primarily places to live, with a 
minimum of personal care. 

The law provides that every 
nursing, convalescent or board- 
ing home must have a license 
90 days from yesterday, or upon 
expiration of any license is- 
sued under the old status. A 
total of 306 homes now are li- 
censed, and it is estimated that 
more than 300 are operating 
without licenses. 

It broadens the power of the 
health division to deny a li- 
cense or refuse a renewal for 
failure to meet standards deal- 
ing with construction, plumbing, 
heating, lighting, ventilation 
“and any other conditions which 
shall insure the health, safety 
and: comfort of the residents 
and their protection from fire 
hazards.” 

A license is to be denied to 
anyone who has been convicted 
of a felony or whose moral 
character is not “reputable.” 
Denial may be based as well 
on insufficiency of qualified 
nursing personnel, or financial 
inability to operate in accord-

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BRITAIN WILL FIRE 
ITS FIRST H-BOMBS 
20,000 FEET IN AIR 


HONOLULU, March 14 (UP) 
—Reliable sources said today 
Britain’s first hydrogen bombs 
wil be exploded 20,000 feet in 
the air four to six miles off tiny 
Malden island, some 1500 miles 
south of here. 

The Britain sources said the 
planes, probably Valiant jet 
bombers flying at 40,000 to 50,- 
000 feet, will find their target 
bearings from a huge triangular 
device already installed at the 
coral island. 

The main purpose of the tests. 
according to the sources, is to 
determine the bomb’s destruc- 
tive ability through instruments 
rather than by blowing up an 
island. 

They said 10 ships would be 
stationed within a 100-mile ra- 
dius of the explosion point and 
three jets would be sent into 
the mushroom cloud for radio- 
active samples. 

Yesterday, the Chief of Naval 
Operations for the tests said all 
preparations have been com- 
pleted and “we're ready to go.”

Foes of Ozark Route So Noisy 
That State Engineer Walks Out 


Carondelet Improvement Association Fa- 
vors Riverfront Route—One 
Speaker Collapses, Dies. 


Opponents of the route pro- 
posed for the Ozark Expressway 
gave Myer Ableman, State 


Highway Department engineer, 
a decidedly unfriendly recep- 
tion at a meeting of the 
Carondelet Improvement As- 
sociation last night. 

The association unanimously 
adopted a resolution favoring 
an alternate route along the 
Mississippi riverfront, but Able- 
man was not present for the 
vote. He walked out of the 
meeting after the audience of 
200 south St. Louisans showed 
its hostility. 

Although speakers had been 
asked to limit their remarks to 
three minutes, opponents of the 
route selected by the highway 
department were permitted to 
talk much longer. When Able- 
man got up, there were cries 
of “Only three minutes for 
him!” and one spectator sug- 
gested “Give him only two 
minutes.” 

Impossible to Hear Him. 

The audience became _  s0 
noisy that it was impossible to 
hear the engineer when he at- 
tempted to discuss problems in- 
volvéd in a route for the ex- 


pressway. After speaking’ 
briefly Ableman left the 
meeting. 


One man was shouted down 
when he told the association it 
was futile to fight the highway 
department. 

Philip Neu, a retired druggist 
of 3643 South Compton avenue, 
collapsed and died after speak- 
ing vigorously against the pro- 
posed route. 

Mr. Neu, who was chairman 
of the Ninth Ward Improvement 
Association, spoke for about 15 
minutes, arguing vehemently 
for diversion of the expressway 
to spare many of the 1378 
dwelling units marked for 
demolition. After resuming his 
seat, he collapsed. 

He was carried into another 
room at the Carondelet branch 
library, where a physician in 
the audience pronounced him 
dead. He was 63 years old. 

Frank K. Harris, secretary of 
the Carondelet Improvement 
Association, told the assembly 
that Mr. Neu had made “the 
supreme sacrifice” in the fight 
against the proposed route. 
Following a stunned silence, the 
audience applauded in agree- 
ment,

The number of banks selected 
for deposits, all with the ap- 
proval of Gov. James T. Blair 
and State Auditor Haskell Hol- 
man, tops the previous record 
of 273 depositories during the 
four-year term of former State 
Treasurer G. Hubert Bates, who 
retired last January. 

Demand deposits aggregating 
$40,000,000 are limited to three 
banks: Mercantile Trust Co., of 
St. Louis, $10,000,000; Central 
Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson 
City, which clears a large vol- 
ume of the state’s checks, $20,- 
000,000, and Commerce Trust 
Co. of Kansas City, $10,000,000. 
No interest is paid on these de- 
posits, which are the state’s ac- 
tive accounts. 

The other banks, which are 
receiving time deposit contracts, 
will pay interest of 1 per cent 
on deposits ranging from $50,- 
000 to $2,000,000. The deposits 
are subject to withdrawal on 30 
days’ notice and the size of the 
deposits may be changed at a 
later date. 

Lower Contracts. 

The Bank of St. Louis, which 
formerly had a _ $19,000,000 
state checking account, has 
been awarded a contract up to 
$2,000,000 of state funds on 
time deposit, Morris said, Boat- 
men’s National Bank, which 
formerly had a $7,500,000 con- 
tract, received one for $2,000,- 
000. 

Tower Grove Bank & Trust 
Co., which had a $3,500,000 
contract, was awarded one for 
$2,000,000, and First National 
Bank in St. Louis, which also 
once had a $7,500,000 contract, 
was given one for $2,000,000.

He was committed not to send 
administrators back into Gaza, | 
yet appointed a military gover- 
nor for the territory. If he suc- 


ure to solve the Arab-Israel 
problem over the years, should 
assume more direct responsi- 
bility.” 

Lloyd said his latest informa- 
tion indicated Egypt did not in- 
tend immediately to take over 
administration of the Gaza strip. 

“We can but hope that the 
United Nations will succeed in 
working out, with both the 
Egyptian and Israeli govern- 
ments, some pattern of adminis- 
tration in the area which will 
cover this transition period and, 
I would hope, would last until 
there has been a permanent 
settlement.” 

Avoids Inquiry on Aqaba. 

The Foreign Secretary reiter- 
ated Britain's view that the 
Gulf of Aqaba is an interna- 
tional waterway. A Laborite 
asked Lloyd if Britain would 
send a warship through the 
Gulf’s entrance if passage 
should be obstructed. 

“I think it would be most un- 


wise for me to enter into public 
discussion on measures which 
might have to be taken,” Lloyd 
replied.

U. S. Approach to Egypt. 


The Egyptians are 
urged, on the other hand, to 
“co-operate” with the UN. 

This is the 
diplomat’s way of reminding 
Egypt that, while there is gen- 
eral recognition that the 1949 
Palestine truce gives Egypt 
legal control of Gaza, prac- 
tically the whole world has been 
led to believe Egypt would not 
try to exercise this right until 
a hot situation has cooled.

Eban’s Obsé€rvations.

He said he was ordered by 
his government to convey to the 
State Department “the Egyptian 
position exactly as we see it.” 

Eban declined to say whether 
Israel might fight to try to 
take the Gaza strip away from 
any Egyptian administrators. 
He refused to be drawn out on 
the question of whether Israel 
would exercise its right of self 
defense. Rather, he referred re- 
porters to Foreign Minister 
Golda Meir’s statement of 
March 1—in which, incidental- 
ly, she emphasized Israel would 
fight if it felt threatened. 

Asked whether he had re- 
quested the United States to 
use its efforts to see; that the 
Israeli withdrawal was not in 
vain, Eban said: “There is no 
doubt about what we hoped 
for.” 

He declined to say whether 
he feels Israel now has a cause 
for regret. He called it a “de- 
veloping situation” and said he 
would “keep in close consulta- 
tion” with the State Depart- 
ment. 


BRITAIN’S MIDEAST 
VIEWS OUTLINED 


LONDON, March 14 (AP)— 
Britain said today the basis for 
any settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli dispute must include 
guarantees to Israel against ex- 
terminations. 

Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd, in outlining his govern- 
ment’s view to the House of 
Commons, also said the Arab 
states must receive guarantees 
against Israeli territorial ex- 
pansion. 

He warned that the prestige 
of the United Nations would be 
“vitally affected” if it fails to 
ease the present situation in 
the Middle East. 

“Thosé who brought pressure 
40 bear upon us and France 
and Israel] should face up to 
the facts of the situation and 
undertake a proper share for 
securing a solution,” he de- 
clared. 

Compromise Urged. 

Lloyd said settlement of the 
Arab-Israel dispute requires a 
compromise settlement on refu- 


gees, frontiers and water—as |, 


well as preservation of peace 
on the frontiers in the mean- 
while. 

He said Britain believes the 
disputed Gaza strip should be 
made a United Nations respon- 
sibility and that the Gulf of 
Aqaba should be free to all 
shipping. 

Lloyd said he does not be- 
lieve a permanent settlement 
could be attained in the trou- 
bled area without agreement— 
“and I am not talking about an 
imposed settlement.” 

He expressed belief that the 
United States was “now more 
conscious of the difficulties in 
the area and I think that fact 
has been demonstrated by the 
Eisenhower doctrine, which we

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SENATE GROUP 
AMENDS BILL ON 
HIGHWAY PATROL

N CITY, March 14 
—The Senate Roads ‘and High- 
ways» Committee approved the 
Housé-passed State Highway Pa- 
ary increase and person- 
nel ansion bill yesterday, but 
only “after cutting the proposed 
expatision and adopting an 
amendment to curtail the pa- 
trol’s crimina) law enforcement 
activities to release additional 
officers for highway safety 
works 
bill, which had been lying 
do t in the Senate Commit- 
tee Sbout a month, was ap- 
proved in amended form after 
Gov: “James T. Blair, who favors 
the measure, buttonholed com- 
mittee members yesterday to 
get them to act. 

Agé-passed by the House, the 
bill “ould have increased the 
authorized strength of the high- 
way patrol from 355 to 600 men. 
The Senate Committee voted to 
cut this back to 455, an increase 
of 100 men. 

The Senators alse voted to 
limit’ the proposed salary in- 


creasés for all ranks to about | 


two-thirds of the House-ap-) 
proved figures. The over-all 
cost.of the patrol expansion pro- 
gram. would be reduced from 
about $934,000 a year, as ap- 
proved by the House, to about 
$478,000 as amended by the 
Senate committee, 

The committee also directed 
one of its members, Senator 
John: W. Noble (Dem.), of Ken- 
nett; to draft an amendment, 
which will declare, as a matter 
of state policy, that the primary 
purpose of the state police agen- 
cy is_to patrol the highways of 
Missouri. 


The amendment reflects 
growing criticism in rural areas 
that many county sheriffs have 
turned over their law enforce- 
ment duties to the patrol. Noble 
charged that patrolmen spend 
so much time investigating 
petty crimes that they are kept 
off the highways 

“We don’t think the patrol 
sho be used to chase chick- 
en thieves,” he declared. “High- 
way trolmen should get back 
on highways where they 
belomg in the interest of great- 
er traffic safety.” 

The committee, he added, 
does not want the patrol to drop 
all enforcement activities, par- 
ticularly in cases involving ma- 
jor @rimes. He said there will 
be mo effort to abolish the 
patrol’s crime laboratories, 
which provide the only modern 
scientific crime detection serv- 
ice for most rural law en- 
forcement officials. 

He estimated that 150 ad- 
ditiofal patrolmen could be as- 
signed to highway duty under 
the plan worked out. Besides 
the 100 new officers, he said 
at least 25 patrolmen could be 
returned to the highways by 
eliminating work on petty 
crimes. He reported a bill P wil 
be introduced today to relieve 
25 officers from conducting 
driver’s license tests. 

Missourians can finanee their 
own public school construction 
needg without federal subsidy, 
Senator Michael] Kinney (Dem), 
St. Louis, told the Senate Edu- 
cation Committee last night. 

The veteran legislator, urging 
approéval of his bill calling for 
state school construction loans, 
declared that federal school aid 
would bring “controls and med- 
dling” which would hamper the 
Missouri school system.

Matthews said a number of 
applications for the job, which 
has an annual salary of $8400, | 
have been received. He said he | 
also has sent letters to all coun- 
ty fire departments seeking ad- | 
ditional applications. 

Under the ordinance, which 
was adopted unanimously, the 
head of the new division, in 
effect a “fire marshal,” will 
have the duty of making a 
comprehensive study of the 
need for fire prevention and 
sifety codes in St. Louis county. 

He will be responsible also 
for enforcing such codes in un- 
incorporated areas and in mu- 
nicipalities which contract for 
his services. He will be aided 
by an assistant to be paid $4800 
annually. 

He will be responsible for 
studying the need for, and pro- | 
posing plans for a central fire 
alarm office which would han- | 
dle reports of all fires in the | 
county and dispatching of all | 
fire-fighting equipment. 

An appropriation of $19,300 
to finance operation of the new | 
office for the remainder of the 
year was authorized by the 
council March 6.

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BRITON BERATES 
REDS IN HUNGARY 
AT U.N. HEARING

GENEVA, March 14 — a 


prominent British attorney 
stated the legal case against 
Soviet intervention in the Hun- 
garian rebellion before a spe- 
cial United Nations fact-finding 


committee here yesterday. 

Sir Hartley Shawcross told 
the inquiry group that Soviet 
action in Hungary last fall and 
subsequent measures taken by 
the Kadar goverment were in 
violation of international law, 
the Hungarian peace treaty, the 
Geneva conventions of 1948 
and the Warsaw pact. 

He represented the Interna- 
tional Commission of Jurists, of 
which he is president. 

Shawcross was formerly at- 
torney general in Britain’s. La- 
bor government and a promin- 
ent figure in the Nuernberg 
war trials. He gave up his law 
practice last week to become 
legal consultant to the Royal 
Dutch-Shell Oil Co. The Unit- 
ed Nations committee heard 
him in closed session and after- 
ward he declined te comment 
on what was discussed. 

In yesterday’s Times of Lon- 
don, however, he published a 
long article on the Hungarian 
situation. The article, it was 
understood here, contained the 
substance of his presentation 
to the committee. 

Against Government’s Will. 

In the article, he said that 
there was little room for doubt 
that the final suppression of 
the Hungarian uprising was 
achieved by Soviet forces 
against the will of the Nagy 
government. 

“Is is well established in in- 
ternational law that interven- 
tion by a foreign power is in- 
admissable, even if it takes 
place at the request of a gov- 
ernment engaged in suppressing 
an armed insurrection or in 
pursuance of a treaty which is 
alleged to provide some justifi- 
cation,” the article said. 

Shawcross denied, however, 
that the Warsaw pact provided 
such justification. The pact 
which was signed in 1955, called 
for “respect for the independ- 
ence and sovereignty of states 
and noninterference in their 
internal affairs.” 

Soviet intervention was also 
a violation of the peace treaty 
concluded in 1947 between the 
allied powers and Hungary, he 
said. Russia was a party to 
the treaty. 

Principles Violated. 

The summary court proced- 
ures established by the Kadar 
government “appear to violate 
the normally accepted princi- 
ples of fair trial,” the article 
continued. 

Regardless of whether the 
Hungarian rebellion is consid- 
ered an internal or interna- 
tional dispute, Shawcross said, 
the Kadar government's judicial 
processes violate the Geneva 
conventions of 1948 which con-

civilian populations tn both 
circumstances. 

“Arguments resting solely on 
political or moral grounds may 
be criticized by their opponents 
as founded on wrong or biased 
political opinions,” Shawcross 
Said. “But when those argue- 
ments can themselves be based 
on accepted principles of law 
their validity cannot easily be 
attacked.” : 


Red Police at Hero’s Statue to 
Forestall Outbreak. 

BUDAPEST, March 14 (AP)— 
Communist police mounted 
guard today at the monument 
of a Hungarian poet-hero to 
forestall any outbreak on tomor- 
row’s anniversary of his appeal 
for freedom from foreign rule. 

A small open truck, flying the 
Red banner and a Hungarian 
flag, was patrolling around the 
status of Sandor Petoefi on the 
banks of the Danube. It was on 
March 15, 1848, that his revolt 
against Austria started, only to 
be put down with Russian aid. 

Hungarian troops and police 
were patrolling the city heavily, 
reinforced by the newly formed 
“workers guard” in dark blue 
uniforms. Yesterday Russian 
troops began to take public part 
in the security arrangements. 

The Communist trade union 
newspaper Nepakarat said that 
87 work “shirkers,” 42 prosti- 
tutes and 17 escaped prisoners 
were picked up Tuesday night 
in a round-up at major hotels 
and restaurants. 

A second Hungarian employe 
of the United States legation, 
the chauffeu rof one of the offi- 
cials, was reported to have been 
arrested. An employe of the 
vice consul’s office was picked 
up last month. 


100 Scientists in West as Result 
of Hungarian Revolt. 
WASHINGTON, March 14 
(UP)—The Hungarian revolt 
indirectly gave the West a 


“bonus” of about 100 crack 
scientists, it was disclosed to- 
day. 


Some of these scientists al- 
ready have been placed in 
United States colleges and uni- 
versities. 

The scientists fled from Hun- 
gary after Soviet troops 
crushed a revolt last fall. Some 
are still in Austria. 

Details were made public in 
testimony released today by 
the National Science Founda- 
tion. The scientists testified be- 
fore a closed session of a House 
Appropriations subcommittee 
Feb. 18. 

Detlev W. Bronk, chairman 
of the National Science board 
and president of the National 
Academy of Sciences, said that 
among the thousands of refu- 
gees fleeing Hungary were 
“about 100. people that you 
could identify as really sig- 
nificant scientists.” 

Bronk said that the principal 
problem is to identify the sci- 
entists and find how best to 
place them in this country. He 
said this program “is going 
very well.”

ACQUITTED IN FORGED 
DEBENTURES CASE 


Joseph Dean Clark, of the 
5700 block of Saloma avenue, 
was found not guilty of a charge 
of uttering forged instruments, 
in connection with the handling 
of $501,000 in forged oil com- 
pany debentures, by a jury in 
the court of Circuit Judge Ivan 
Lee Holt yesterday. 


The jury deliberated for one 
hour before returning the 
verdict. 


The chief prosecution witness 
was Albert Fein, former pro- 
fessional bondsman and hotel 
owner. He testified that in 
1953 Clark introduced another 
man to him as a Texas oil op- 
erator who had lost money 
gambling and who desired a 
loan. 


Fein said Clark told him the 
other man, introduced as a 
“Joe Hunt,” had good security 
in the form of 501 convertible 
Kerr - McGee Oil Industries, 
Inc., debentures with a face 
value of $1000 each. Later, 
Fein said, he lent Hunt $120,- 
000 with the securities as col- 
lateral. 

He said that in turn ’: 
pledged the debentures as col- 
lateral on bank loans. When 
the banks began calling the 
loans a few weeks later, he said, 
he became suspicious, checked 
and found they were spurious. 
He had borrowed a total of 
$573,000 on them. 

Before the transactions took 
place, Fein testified, he had 
known Clark for 14 or 15 years 
under the name “Joseph Mur- 
phy.” At the tiem of Clark’s 
arrest police said Fein had 
identified “Joe Hunt” ‘from pic- 
tures in police files as a man 
who had died earlier in Mexico. 

Clark denied the entire trans- 
action in testifying in his own 
behalf. 

Fein was indicted on a 
charge of obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses in connec- 
tion with $270,000 of the loans 
made with the debentures. The 
charges were nol-prossed by 
the Circuit Attorney’s office in 
December 1955 with the ex- 
planation the loans had been 
paid.

COMPETITIVE 
ATOM POWER BY 


1980 PREDIGTED 


PHILADELPHIA, March 14 
(UP)—Two atomic experts pre- 
dicted today that nuclear power 
in the United States would he 
competitive with other kinds by 
1980, except in a few places 
“with very low fuel costs.” 

They conceded their forecast 
“may. appear optimistic” in this 
time of “some discouragement” 
over the cost of building and 
running atomic power reactors. 


The experts are W. Kenneth 
Davis, director, and Louis H. 
Roddis Jr., deputy director, of 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s reactor development divi- 
sion, They presented a paper 
on “The Latest Prospects for 
Economic Nuclear Power” to a 
conference on atomic energy in 
industry. 

Davis and Roddis said nuclear 
plants going into service be- 
tween 1965 and 1967 should be 
able to get operating costs down 
to the point where they can 
compete with conventional 
plants “in at least some parts 
of the United States. 


Plants built in 1960-64 they 
said, may produce power cheap- 
ly enough “to be attractive in 
some countries abroad” but 
not in fuel-rich America. 

By 1980, however, nuclear 
power should be “competitive 
with conventionally fueled 
plants in all parts of the United 
States except a few locations 
with very low fuel costs.” 

Davis and Roddis said their 
predictions were considerably 
less optimistic than some made 
two or three years ago but not 
as pessimistic as some recent 
ones by other forecasters. 

Some authorities believe nuc- 
lear power costs are or soon 
will be low enough to compete 
with conventional power in 
some other countries where coal 
and oil have to be imported at 
high cost. But Davis and Rod- 
dis considered only the status 
of atomic power in the United 
States. 

They said, “It seems {nevit- 
able that nuclear fuel costs will 
decrease over the next 30 
or more while conventional fuel 
costs seem likely to increase.”

CRITIC ACUSED 
OF DELAY MOVE

WASHINGTON, March 14— 
J. Raymond Dyer, a St. Louis 
attorney who is having a proxy 
fight with the management of 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
was accused of delaying tactics 
by a company official today. 

After much wrangling be- 
tween Dyer and James G. 
Ewell, a hearing examiner of 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, over what was rel- 
evant and what was not, John 
A. Woodbridge, vice president 
of Union Electric, said: “Of 
course Mr. Dyer is engaged in 
a series of delaying tactics.” 

At another point Ewell told 
Dyer, “It seems to me you are 
seeking to compel the company 
to admit unlawful acts.” 

“I have better sense than 
that, I really have,” Dyer re- 
plied. “I am just trying to in- 
form the stockholders. 

Union Electric is trying to 
get SEC approval of a proxy 
soliciting statement it wants to 
circulate to stockholders in time 
for election of directors at an 
April 20 meeting. 

In testimony yesterday Dyer 
was criticized sharply by J. W. 
McAfee, company president. 

After long and persistent 
questioning by Dyer, during 
which the attorney was told re- 
peatedly by the examiner that 
he was going far afield, McAfee 
asserted that Dyer was in the 
fight to make money. 

McAfee also accused Dyer of 
making false statements about 
Union Electric activities and 
the purposes of newspaper ad- 
vertisements placed by the com- 
pany to explain its payment of 
$35,000 for lobbying in behalf 
of a bill it wanted passed by the 
Illinois Legislature. 

McAfee pointed out that the 
adverti ents contained his re- 
port to the board of directors, 
which had previously been 
printed in news stories. 

McAfee told Dyer: “All the 
statements you have been mak- 
ing about my statements in the 
report are themselves untrue.” 

At another point the com- 
pany president noted that Dyer 
had complained that Union 
Electric stock holdings of the 
management’s slate of directors 
was not shown in the proposed 
proxy soliciting material. Then 
he showed where the informa- 
tion had in fact been given. 

“I do stand corrected,” Dyer 
replied. “I see that all of the 
directors own a nice chunk of 
stock. Well, you have taken 
the wind out of my sails, Mr. 
MsAfee, and I think I will let 
you go home.” 

“I certainly didn’t intend to 
do that,” McAfee said. 

The examiner said he doubt- 
ed that there was any impro- 
priety in the parts of the Mc- 
Afee report that Dyer criticized.

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Egypt has the legal right to take over admin- 
istration of the Gaza strip, but would be well 
advised not to exercise it just now. This seems 
to be the position of U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold and his emissary, Ralph 
Bunche. It is also the position of the United 
States. Yet Nasser continues to talk about send- 
ing his administrators back within a few days. 
What are the United Nations and the United 
States going to do in that event? 

One thing is certain. The United States can- 
not tamely acquiesce in the restoration of Nas- 
ser’s power in Gaza without repudiating the 
assurance it gave Israel. 

Just what was the understanding on which 
Israel, against its judgment, capitulated to U.N. 
demands for complete evacuation of the Gaza 
strip? There was, of course, no hard and fast 
contract, but despite a good many weasel words 
there can be no doubt that the United States 
did write a check and that Israel can now legiti- 
mately present it for payment if Nasser tries to 
re-establish the situation as it was prior to last 
October. 

In its memorandum of Feb. 11, our Govern- 
ment said that while Egypt could not legally be 
compelled to give up control of Gaza, Israel 
ought nevertheless to withdraw, “leaving the 
future of the Gaza strip to be worked out 
through the efforts and good offices of the 
United Nations.” The General Assembly and 
the Secretary General, our Government went 
on, “should seek that the United Nations Emerg- 
ency Force, in the exercise of its mission, move 
into this area and be on the boundary between 
Israel and the Gaza strip.” 

These words are wrapped in the customary 
fog of legal-diplomatic terminology, but they 
constitute a definite promise and commitment 
nevertheless. Our Government told Israel in 
effect “If you will just leave Gaza, we'll use all 
our influence to see to it that Nasser does not 
come back, and cannot resume his commando 
raids.” 

So, at length, Israel agreed to leave, and Mrs. 
Golda Meir in the Assembly stated the “expec- 
tations” and “assumptions” on which withdrawal 
took place: that only UNEF and not Egypt should 
take over military and civilian control from the 
departing Israelis; that the U.N. would retain 
responsibility “until a general peace settlement 
or a definite agreement on the future of Gaza 
should be reached.” 


Ambassador Lodge told the Assembly his 


Government regarded these expectations as “not 
unreasonable.” He said his Government “prop- 
erly entertains the hope” that U.N. responsibil- 
ity “could usefully continue until there is a 
definite settlement respecting the Gaza strip 
or some final general agreement between the 
parties.” Our Government had always believed, 
he said, that after the troop withdrawal “there 
should be established conditions different from 
those which had previously prevailed.” 

More legal-diplomatic fog, but again a defi- 
nite commitment which this country could not 
honorably go back on. The simple truth is that 
we are committed to use our influence to the 
maximum to keep Nasser out and U.N. authority 
in control of the Gaza strip until the dispute is 
settled. We are bound, if need be, to lean 
against Nasser just as hard as we leaned against 
Ben-Gurion. To let him restore the situation 
from which he could renew his clandestine 
half-war against Israel would be an unforgiv- 
able breach of faith. 

It must be hoped that Nasser will refrain 
from precipitating the showdown. It must also 
be hoped that during the simultaneous absences 
of President Eisenhower, Vice President Nixon 
and Secretary Dulles the officials in charge in 
Washington fully understand what the Ameri- 
can commitment fs. 
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Our Unsimplified Mother Tongue 

Undismayed by the defeats of more famous 
men on the same battleground, Representative 
Harlan Hagen of California has offered a bill in 
Congress for simplified spelling and grammar. 
He notes that the French poet Pierre de Ronsard 
said four centuries ago: “Thou shouldst not put 
any letters in words if thou dost not pronounce 
them,” and that the Spanish Academy in 1741 
laid down the principle: “Pronunciation must 
have for its sole and universal rule, that by it 
alone there can always be known by what letter 
the sound should be written.” 

Representative Hagen proposes a National 
Grammar Commission which would move mod- 
estly at first, limiting its attack to “‘the most 
obvious inadequacies of our language usage.” 
He would then let experience demonstrate ‘“‘to 
what extent more radical changes would be de- 
sirable.” It is a sensible approach, and the con- 
fident forecast is hereby made that it will get 
nowhere. 

Bernard Shaw is the most recent man of fame 
who got nowhere with his efforts to make the 
English language make consistent sense in writ- 
ten letters and spoken soynd. Col. Robert R. 
McCormick and President Theodore Roosevelt 
were among those who found the same futility 
before him. For there is but one thing that 
seems to vex an English-speaking people more 
than trying to figure out from the sound of one 
of their own words how it is spelled, or the 
other way around, And that is doing anything,

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A Peculiar Test 


Secretary of State Dulles made two state- 
ments at the close of the SEATO meeting which 
cover the current Southeast Asian situation 
about as well as a pillowcase would cover a bed. 

Mr. Dulles first told the third annual South- 
east Asia Collective Defense Treaty Council, in 
Canberra, that American forces “almost every- 
where” are armed with atomic weapons. To 
show that SEATO is a “solid, going concern,” 
he added: “I am told that Communist propa- 
ganda is attacking us very forcefully. That at 
least proves we are not insignificant.” 

Since Communist propaganda attacks almost 
anything anti-Communist, significant or not, it 
is plain that we cannot make Communist criti- 
cism a proper test of whether SEATO is a 
“solid, going concern.” 

Beyond that, Mr. Dulles’s two statements give 
remarkable emphasis to a purely military re- 
action to the Communist threat. SEATO itself 
is aimed purely at defense against armed aggres- 
sion, and atomic weapons could only be used 
against such aggression. Neither SEATO nor 
atomic bombs can put up much of a fight against 
internal subversion or economic penetration by 
Communism. 

Indonesia is presently a case in point. This 
populous new nation, born to the principles of 
our own Declaration of Independence, is torn 
by internal strife. Several islands are in revolt 
against the central government, which had 
talked of a kind of “united front” with Commu- 
nists. But if the nearly bloodless revolt did not 
promise to shore up Indonesian democracy, 
what could SEATO or atomic weapons do to 
protect the new nation in this instance? |

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The Case for Our Children 


St. Louis and the county have been given a 
salutary jolt by the United States Senate Sub- 
committee to Investigate Juvenile Delinquency. 

Missouri's senior Senator, Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr., who conducted hearings here last July, 
reports that juvenile delinquency is on the in- 
crease locally and that city and county lack the 
physical facilities, manpower, and organization 
of effort to cope with it. 

This is a humbling assessment. It is true 
that there are bright spots in the picture, as rep- 
resentatives of the Social Planning Council and 
the St. Louis Police Department have subse- 
quently pointed out. 

Of these some are in the planning stage: from 
1955 bond issues, $11,000,000 for parks and play- 
grounds in the city, and $2,200,000 for parks, 
playgrounds and picnic areas and $800,000 for a 
problem children’s treatment center and expan- 
sion of the children’s buiiding in the county. 

Other developments cited by the Social Plan- 
ning Council and the Police Department are not 
so much accomplishments as they are prelimi- 
naries which can be turned into accomplish- 
ments—or permitted to fritter away. The study 
by the National Association of Probation and 
Parole into juvenile correction facilities and 
needs will be an accomplishment if its good 
recommendations are put into practice. The new 
Missouri juvenile code will be an accomplish- 
ment if it is enacted by the Legislature. 


Among the recommendations of the Hennings 
subcommittee worth our pondering are: 

1. Appointment of full-time juvenile judges 
instead of rotating the juvenile assignment 
among circuit judges. The effort at correction 
needs the same continuity the problem presents. 
The court should be adequately staffed with 
probation officers and social workers, the sub- 
committee says. A similar suggestion was made 
earlier by the Missouri Senate-House Committee 
on Juvenile Delinquency. 

2. Improvement of neighborhoods which con- 
tribute disproportionately to the delinquency 
problem. 

3. More people working in the schools to solve 
delinquency problems at the time they arise, in- 
cluding psychiatric examination for those who 
need it. 

4. More patrolmen in areas of high delinquency. 

5. Extension of the work of the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians so that it can on its own Initia- 
tive go to the aid of neglected children and try 
to save their homes instead of having to wait, as 
now, until the homes are broken, This humane 
and progressive step has also been urged by the 
Child Welfare League of America. 

6. Re-examination of the curfew laws in city 
and county. This approach has generally proved 
a failure and not a single one of the hundreds 
of professional psychologists and criminologists 
questioned nationwide by the subcommittee ad- 
vocated curfew laws, says the report. 


These recommendations bear their merit on 
their faces. They are needs which our commu- 
nity has long known, and which it has long done 
nothing or too little about. 

All that is still required is the determination 
to get to work. The best starting point for gain- 
ing that determination may lie in the fact, im- 
plicit in all the Senate subcommittee’s report, 
that as a community we are not fully discharging 
our duty to our sons and daughters. 
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Expert Testimony 

When the reform of intercollegiate athletics 
is under discussion, it is generally assumed that 
the complaints come from stiff-grading profes- 
sors, men who not only never had to meet a 
payroll but also never had to field a team. Hear, 
then, some expert testimony. 

It was Bobby Dodd—the head coach at Geor- 
gia Tech who knows all about fielding a team, 
and a winning one at that—who said college 
football should “dump its evils,” put its house 
in order, or the schools should drop the game. 
If present conditions are tolerated for another 
five years, he added, the game will be ruined. 

Dodd let his hair down at a Rotary Club 
meeting in Houston, and before he combed it up 
again he spread out an indictment which cov- 
ered all concerned with the game—coaches, edu- 
cators, fans and sports writers. At the root of 
the situation, he said, is the insistence on win- 
ning. That is why alumni stop paying coaches 
who do not win. So the coaches resort to re- 
cruiting; and if they “buy” a hand-picked team, 
he said, the sports writers praise them as the 
best in the trade. 


“If you think coaches like that care anything 
about the boys they recruit illegally,” Dodd 
went on, “you're crazy. They’d cut a boy’s throat 
in a minute if it suited their purpose.” This 
may be what is known as character-building—a 
tough, rough character. Mr. Dodd is tired of- 
“all this bribing and cheating,” and he may be 
right when he insists: “If we can’t keep college 
football in its place, I’m for giving it up.”

According to the Rules 


Nobody should take too seriously the strictly 
party-line vote by which the House passed a 
resolution calling upon President Eisenhower to 
point out where budget cuts can be made. This 
is Just part of the ping-pong game the Executive 
branch and the Congress are playing with the 
White House recommendations for the biggest 
peacetime budget in history. 

Mr. Eisenhower, who is supposed to be a 
novice, has learned the game pretty well him- 
self. He batted the ball right back by simul- 
taneously (1) denying that he had ever asked 
Congress to cut his budget; (2) challenging 
Congress to go ahead and cut it; (3) putting in 
a plug for four-cent letter postage. 

It’s all part of the game and the game bears 
a close relationship to two events—to the stri- 
dent economy cries emanating from business 
organizations, and to the income-tax conscious- 
ness of the public as April 15 with fateful im- 
placability approaches. 

After April 15, we'd be willing to bet, there 
will be much less talk about economy in Wash- 
ington, The punitive 26 per cent slash in ap 
propriations for the White House, just trium- 
phantly voted by the House, will then be quietly 
restored in the Senate, and the House will quiet- 
ly accept the restoration. The speeches will be 
loud, and the voting soft. And when it is all 
over, the total sums available for spending will 
in all likelihood be pretty close to the 71.8 bil- 
lion that is recommended but not defended by 
the Administration. That is usually the way it 
goes with budgets.

Only 10 years ear- 
lier, this brilliant young leader, with a 
gift for oratory, had returned from his 
studies in America and England to take 
part in the growing nationalist move- 
ment of his people. 


The Prime Minister’s appeal for unity 
was not merely oratory. A bitterly 
fought election had just been conclud-

Background of Opposition Party 


Traditional African chiefs, conserva- 
tive business men, and some profes- 
sional people have formed the back- 
bone of the Opposition. The peasants, 
workers and younger middle class re- 
main loyal to the government party. 
Successfully fanning the flames of sec- 
tionalism and ancient tribal hatreds in 
the Ashanti and northern regions, the 
Opposition represents great danger. 

March 6 marked the creation of an 
independent Gold Coast, henceforth 
to be known as “Ghana” after the an- 
cient empire which once ruled this part 
of Africa. As it emerges from colonial- 
ism, Ghana will face difficulties and 
dangers greater than those surmounted 
on the road to freedom. 


A great deal more than Dr. Nkru- 
mah’s reputation or the future of 
Ghana, however, rests upon the success 
with which the leaders of the dominant 
Convention People’s party now meet 
the economic and political problems of 
self-rule. Ghana sends a beacon of 
hope throughout the Dark Continent; 
from Leopoldville to Nairobi and from 
Kampala and Dar-es-Salaam down to 
Salisbury and Johannesburg, the focus 
of African nationalism has been the 
bright hope that Nkrumah and his fol- 
lowers kindled.

Small Boat Voyaging ° 
VASTNESS OF THE SEA, by Bernard 


Gorsky, translated by Alec Brown. (Little, 
Brown, 305 pgs. $5.) 


“Any project which is worth while,” 
writes Bernard Gorsky, “and is taken 
up by somebody determined to sacrifice 
everything else to it has the greatest 
possible likelihood of being encouraged 
and supported by others—and of sut- 
ceeding.” 


Proceeding on this brave principle, 
M. Gorsky assembled three skindiver 
companions and went on to pinch out 
of the business men of Paris the money 
and equipment needed for a voyage 
around the world. “Vastness of the 
Sea” is the story of half that voyage; 
the author is thriftily saving the second 
half for another book. 

The first chapter includes an engag- 
ingly specific account of what it takes 
in the way of screws, halyards, penicil- 
lin, jerricans, and super-powered har- 
poon crossbows to outfit a small boat 
for a two-year trip.

Ferreting Out Campaign Funds

WASHINGTON. — 


ROM THE RECENT Gore Senate report on the 1956 presi- 
dential and congressional elections, we learned not only that 
political campaign financing is big business, we also learned 


that one of the biggest problems in regulating campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures concerns hidden contributions and 


expenditures. 


Searching these out involves 
labor unions and corporations. 
To bring into the open all cam- 
paign contributions and expen- 
ditures from 
these two 
sources, so the 
public may be 
informed, ob- 
viously is g0o- 
ing to require 
clarification of 
existing statu- 
tes by the 
courts and 
amendments to 
existing law by ae 
Congress. SO Senater Gore 
far as labor un- 
ions are concerned, it would 
appear that the way was 
opened for clarification this 
week by a Supreme Court de- 
cision which, by a split 5-3 
vote, sent back to the federal 
courts for trial a case brought 
by the Justice Department 
against the United Automobile 
Workers. 

This big labor union paid for 
television campaign speeches 
by Senator Pat McNamara 
(Dem.), Michigan, out of the 
union treasury instead of out 
of specific contributions for 
campaign purposes. 


15 Complaints, Two Cases. 


The indictment against the 
U.A.W. was thrown out by Fed- 
eral Judge Frank A. Picard in 
Detroit. He held the U.A.W. 
had not violated the corrupt 
practices act which forbids 
campaign contributions by both 
labor unions and corporations. 
The Supreme Court decision re- 
instates the original indictment 
and requires a trial. Undoubt- 
edly the case eventually will 
get back to the Supreme Court 
again. 

Thus far no case has been 
brought. involving a corpora- 
tion, but corporation practices 
concerning political contribu- 
tions most likely will be affect- 
ed by whatever the courts do 
about the U.A.W. case. 


Accounts Padded. 


In the years 1950 to 1956 in- 
elusive, the Justice Department 
received 54 complaints, 15 of 
which involved corporations, the 
other 39, labor unions.

NEW YORK, March 14— 
Prof. Niels Bohr, Danish nu- 
clear physicist and Nobel prize 
winner, was named yesterday 
the first winner of the $75,000 
atoms for peace award. - 


Prof. Bohr, one of the found- 
ers of modern atomic theory, 
was the unanimous choice of 
the board of trustees of atoms 
for Peace Awards, Inc., accord- 
ing to its chairman, James R. 


chusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. 

Prof. Bohr won the Nobel 
prize in physics in 1922 for the- 
oretical work on the structure 
of the atom and the basic con- 
cept of quantum physics. He 
played a role in the develop- 
ment - the atomic bomb in 
World War II. 

Since 1920 he has been direc- 
tor of the Institute for Theoret- 
ical Physics at Copenhagen, 
which was founded on his initi- 
ative. He is 71 years old.

IN FEDERAL BUDGET 


New Yorker, Here, Pleads 
for Elimination of Non- 
essential Funds.

Nonessential expenditures in 
the proposed $71,800,000 fed- 
eral budget for the coming 
fiscal year should be eliminated 
or postponed, Robert Craft, of 
New York, president of the 
Investment Bankers Associa- 
tion, said in an address here 
last night. 


“Secretary of the Trpasury 
Humphrey has said if the peo- 
ple insist upon a cut in expen- 
ditures there is plenty of room 
for reduction in the proposed 
budget,” Craft said. He spoke 
at a meeting of the Mississippi 
| Valley Group of the Investment 
Bankers’ Association at the 
University Club. Craft is presi- 
dent of the Chase Bank. 

“Approaching the budget 
from a realistic standpoint,” 
“cuts could be 
made in expenditures for aid 
to education, veterans, farmers 
and depressed areas without 
interfering with essential exe 
penses,.” 

Turning to the foreign aid 
program, Craft said it was self- 
defeating. “By engaging in 
handouts to foreign countries, 
the Government is encouraging 
nationalism and socialism if 
recipient countries,” the New’ 
York banker asserted. “This 
money is not used to build 
private enterprise, but rather 
to build government projects. 
In that sense it is undermining 
private enterprise.” 

Craft lauded efforts of the 
Federal Reserve System for 
following a restrictive monetary 
against political and 
other pressures. The system's 
actions in not making reserves 
rr ailable to the banking system 
to meet all the demands made, 
on the economy have been vin- 
dicated by events that have 
taken place, he said,

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On Audubon Tour 
A Look at the Drouth | 


In Western Texas 
By Leonard Hall 


EL PASO, Tex. 

ROWNWOOD, where we showed our Audubon 

film last week, lies in almost the exact center of 

Texas and also marks a dividing line for rainfall, 
Our destination as we headed west from there was 
El Paso on the Rio 
Grande and the ex- 
treme western boun- 
dry of the state, But 
since we had the 
weekend free, we 
turned southward out 
of our course to visit 
the Davis mountains. 
These form one of 
the three high ranges 
in the Trans - Pecos 
region of west Texas, 
the others being the 
Chisos mountains in 
Big Bend National 
Park and the Guada- 
lupe range which 
straddles the Texas- 
New Mexico line be- 
tween Carlsbad and 
El Paso. The mes- 
guite plains country 
west of Brownwood, 
especially from about San Angelo on, has suffered 
terribly from drouth, though just how much of the 
condition should be blamed on Providence and how 
much must be blamed on man is hard to say. For 
many years this range country has been carrying a 
. livestock load based on “normal” rainfall of around 
: 15 to 20 inches which, during the past decade, the 
weather experts have been revising steadily down- 
ward. Narrow benches along the rivers are dry 
farmed or, when possible, irrigated. You can figure 
on perhaps seven years drouth out of 20, here in the 
semi-arid Great Plains; but this means you are bound 
} to have at least a few years during this cycle with 
; more than normal precipitation. Everybody bases 
‘ hopes and plans on these years of extra rain. Then 
- even normal years find the range too heavily stocked; 
¢ and when the real drouth comes, the water gives out, 
= the grass dies, the mesquite and saltbush and prickly 
; pear come in, the plowed lands blow away.

j WE DROVE ACROSS hundreds of miles of this 
* former range country where today there is hardly a 
* head of livestock to be seen, though the normal 
procedure as the grazing goes downhill is to supplant 
cattle with sheep and sheep with goats. It seemed to 
- wus that there must be millions upon millions of acres 
> in west Texas and eastern New Mexico which will 
; take many years to recover—and then only if stocked 
more conservatively than at any time since the white 
; man came here. As we drove from Fort Stockton south 

to Alpine, the road was flanked on both sides by 
: low ranges that climbed to considerable heights at 
the horizon. The altitude increased steadily and out 
across the fiat lands in every direction the “dust 
devils” were dancing, sometimes visible for a thousand 
feet or more into the air. From Alpine we climbed 
still higher to the little town of Fort Davis. Here at 
an altitude of 5000 feet the air was clearer and there 
were signs of grass in the rangeland stretching up the 
slopes. Our destination was Indian Lodge in Davis 
State Park, a half-dozen miles above the town. This 
proved a delightful spot; the lodge built on the 
pattern of an Indian pueblo on many levels and 
located at the head of a canyon with a magnificent 
view sweeping away id ~ ‘ far below. 
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THE STATE OF TEXAS had selected a fine spot 
for this state park, but had gone about it in a strange 
way. Instead of buying the 1500 or so acres, they had 
it for 99 and allowed the owner to 
ts. Thus cattle and sheep grazed 
guard at the door of the lodge, 
bedded down on the picnic areas maintained for the 
— and, in general, punished the vegetative cover 

whole park until there was nothing left. In 
all of Texas we saw no finer ranching country than 
the Davis mountains as a whole; and on many ranches 
it was plain that grazing was well and conservatively 
managed. There is probably a bit more moisture at 
these high elevations, the temperatures are lower, 
and we saw some of the best cattle herds and the 
best grass in the state. It remained for the Texas 
State Park Department to treat its visitors to an 
excellent demonstration of terrific overgrazing; with 
accompanying destruction of the native flora 
fauna. Of the rich bird life formerly found here we 
saw a few house finches, much like our purple finch; 
the Say's phoebe om Se rs others. 


INCIDENTALLY, this example of private use of 
f an area set aside for the public might give food for 
- thought as we consider the recreational development 
; of our Current and Eleven Point river country in the 
Ozarks. Certainly any such plans are doomed to 
complete failure as long as “open range” prevails 
and cattle, hogs, goats and horses roam at large, 
destroying the forest growth and eating the ground 
bare. Aside from this one bad example, we found 
the Davis mountains one of the real beauty spots 
of the “near west.” In every direction broad valleys 
sweep away to rolling, grass-covered slopes which rise 
steeply to timberline. Cottonwoods line the little 
water-courses, there-is some cedar on the — 
together with cacti and yucca, and pinon pine on the 
summits. We decided it would be wonderful riding 
country. Atop Mount Locke, at an elevation of about 
7000 feet, is the McDonald Astronomical Observatory.

This is not the t 
approach to a ham. 

As a matter of fact a whole 
ham is a good investment. A 
much better one than those 
halves of hams you see in the 
supermarket. But you have to 
know what to do with them. 
You have to have not only @ 
little knowledge, but a little in- 
genuity. For instance, try cut- 
ting as many ham slices as you 
need for a meal and putting 
them in a baking pan. Then 
cover them with a mixture of 
two tablespoons of vinegar and 
two teaspoons of mustard 
stirred into a cup of maple 
syrup. Put the lid on and let 
them bake just until the sauce 
is well blended with the meat 
and all is piping hot. The fam- 
ily will think you're an expert.

Connecticut style. Slice the

This is the fifth and last article in a series designed 
to help the average individual and small-business man 
save time and money on his Federal income tax return. 
The deadline for filing your return is April 15. 


OMEDAY somebody will write a book called “How to 

Win Friends and Influence Tax Collectors.” But, until 

they do, let’s think about some simple—yet ver¥ im- 
portant—rules for keeping out of tax trouble. 

It goes without saying, 
of course, that the first 
step for keeping out of 
trouble is to be honest 
and aceurate in your tax 
dealings. It just doesn’t 
pay to try outsmarting the 
“T-men.” They know more 
about you than you may 
think, and they can make 
life pretty rough for tax 
gyps. Fortunately, 99 per 
cent of the American peo- 
ple are honest taxpayers. 

But, honest though one 
may be, it’s still possible 
to fall into tax pitfalls of 
one kind or another. This 
can come out through mis- 
understanding, ignorance 
of certain facts, negli- 
gence, or just plain errors 
in arithmetic. 

For example, one of 
the commonest errors is failure to file a tax return. Some 
taxpayers feel that because the boss takes the withholding 
tax each week out of the pay check, this takes care of his 
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tax responsibility for good. But you still have to file a re- * 


turn if you've earned more than $600, even though you may 
not have to pay any additional tax. In fact, you might even’ 
be in for a surprise—the tax collector may have a refund 
for you. 


i 
ANOTHER BIG MISTAKE is filing tco late. This can 
cost you annoyance, embarrassment, and maybe money. 
here's a stiff,penalty for filing late—five per cent of the 
amount due for each month of lateness (up to a maximum 
venalty of 25 per cent, plus six per cent interest.) That’s a 
¢retty rough price to pay for tardiness. 


But what if you're ill, or have some other emergency, 
around tax time? Usually, you can get an extension, if your 
yeason is bona fide. In such cases, contact your local tax of- 
fice immediately and explain the circumstances. 


Another place where some taxpayers meet.their Water- 
fo is failure to report all income. Strangely enough, this is 
often done quite innocently. It usually works this way: The 
taxpayer puts down all his salary or wages for the year, 
fully and honestly—then figures that “that does it.” But, he 
forgets to put down certain other things, because he doesn’t 
think of them as “income.” And there’s where the trouble. 
starts. 
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THE TAX LAW SAYS that “income” consists not only 
of money actually paid to you, but also what you receive 
“constructively.” That's a pretty technical-sounding term, 
but it simply means this: Any income credited to your ac- 
count, which you can draw out at any time. The commonest 
example is interest on your bank account, regardless of 
whether you actually draw out this interest income. The 
same rule applies to a salesman’s commissions credited to 
hig account, even if he doesn’t take out his full earnings 
for a given year. 


Still another type of income which taxpayers often 
overlook, but which the law says must be reported, are 
bonuses, tips, profit-sharing payments and even certain 
| kinds of “fringe benefits.” If you’re a cab driver, or a 
waiter in a restaurant or hotel, your tips are part of your 
income. When the boss gives an employe a Christmas 
bonus, it may seem like a gift, but the tax collector says 
it’s “income’’—just like your weekly wages—and is subject 
to the tax “bite.” 

As to “fringe benefits,” these are usually not taxed, but 
watch out for the “exceptions.” If your employer regularly 
gives you your meals, or provides living quarters as part of 
your compensation, the value of these “extras” is subject 
to tax.

WATCH OUT FOR traps and pitfalls on your deduc- 
tions. These can easily cause headaches, no matter how 
honest you try to be. You have every right to deduct for 
your “dependents,” but make sure that they are real “de- 
pendents” according to the law. Of course, none of us is 
likely to go as fat as the man who listed his horse as a “‘de- 
pendent.” 

Speaking of deductions, a lot of folks don’t realize that 
the tax law has changed regarding Federal excise taxes. At 
one time, you could deduct the tax paid on such things as 
theater tickets, furs, jewelry, cosmetics, telephone calls, and 
the like. But this is no longer the case. Even though these 
excise taxes are a nuisance—and add up to real money over 
a period of time—there’s nothing we can do about them on 
our tax form. 

It’s very easy to get confused, too, on which local taxes 
ean be charged off. You can deduct personal property taxes, 
feal estate taxes, state income taxes, state or local sales 
taxes, auto license fees, and state gasoline taxes. But you 
; cannot deduct Federal Social Security taxes, hunting or dog 

licenses, auto inspection fees, or water taxes. 

And, finally, there’s an old bugaboo that can trip up 
any of us—plain errors in arithmetic. An amazingly high 
number of returns every year turn up with errors in simple 

| arithmetic. This is hardly surprising, for that annual bout 
with the income tax return is enough to take the starch out 
i of any of us. 


Mr. Average Citizen usually waits until the deadline, 
y then frantically works three or four nights to rush the job. 
Even a genius can make mistakes under such strained con- 
ditions. Starting earlier, plus careful rechecking, can save 
us possible headaches.

Theyre St. Louis ‘Voice Detectives’ 


Therapists Oren L. Brown and S. Keith Forney Say Vocal Tones Reflect Personality

OU may be to modest to 

talk about yourself, but your 

voice isn't. A trained “voice 
detective” can listen and tell 
pretty well whether you're lazy 
or high-strung, polite or bad- 
tempered, from the noisy city 
or quiet country town. He can 
also tell whether your voice is 
healthy. 

There are two of these “voice 
detectives” or “private ears” 
working in St. Louis and they're 
among the few in the country. 
Voice therapists are kin to 
speech therapists except that 
they're more concerned with 
the timbre of your voice and 
the way you use it than how 
you pronounce your words or 
whether you zig, vocally, when 
you should zag. 


They're also special aids to 
medical authorities in ihe field 
of nose and throat difficulties. 
Sometimes, the doctors can find 
nothing physically wrong, oth- 
er than strain or swelling, and 
it’s up to the voice therapists to 
ferret out the secret of chronic 
laryngitis or just plain loss of 
voice. And this might be caused 
from anything from emotional 
shock or in-law troubie to yell- 
ing too much at a football 
game. 

“It boils down to the wrong 
use of the voice,” said Oren 
Lathrop Brown, lecturer in 
voice therapy in the Washing- 
ton University School of Medi- 
cine. “Many people don’t know 
how to use their vocal chords 
properly and trouble develops. 
Then you have an unhealthy 
voice. 


“We feel that the primary 
cause of vocal nodules and con- 
tact ulcers—small growths in 
the throat—is faulty use of the 
voice. And, carrying it further, 
we know that faulty use of the 
voice can be the result of un- 
happiness or emotional strain 
or, perhaps, trying to imitate 
someone else.” 

Brown and his associate, S. 
Keith Forney, conduct a clinic 
two days a week in connection 
with the Washington Univer- 
sity Ear, Nose and Throat Clin- 
ic, and once a week are at City 
Hospital. Brown, who has been 
in the work for five years, has 
treated more than 500 patients. 
Forney, a newcomer to St. 
Louis, has been associated with 
him for more than a year and 
now does much of the clinical 
work. 
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HE majority of their patients 

are referred to them by doc- 
~ tors when they can find no 
physical reason for the throat 
trouble and neither surgery 
nor medication is indicated. 
Sometimes, of course, the ther- 
apy is a companion service to 
an operation or other treatment 
as patients are taught how to 
use their voices and to regain 
their natural speaking tone. 

Both of these men are sing- 
ers and singing instructors, but 
that doesn’t mean any special 
connection between music and 
this phase of medicine, or that 
patients are taught to sing in 
order to learn to speak again. 
But the fact that a singer- 
instructor has not only a sensi- 
tive ear but a trained ear makes 
it that much easier for him to 
analyze the trouble and pre- 
scribe helpful voice exercises. 

These exercises are divided 
into two groups—one to relax 
the throat and get rid of wrong 
vocal habits, and the other to 
teach the right habtts. They, 
may include everything from 
yawning in a special way (and 
there are different methods, 
incidentally) and rolling your 
head a stated number of times 
to vibrating the lips or sliding 
down the vocal scale with a 
humming sound. 

But*each set of exercises is 
tailor-made for each case. The 
treatment depends on the trou- 
ble. 

One 76-year-old woman, who 
had sundergone a throat oper- 
ation, complained of an extreme 
huskiness in her voice. It would 
clear up for awhile, then fail 
again. It was found that she 
suffered not only from arthri- 
tis, which interfered with the 
exercises for her neck and 
throat, but from vocal nodules 
and swollen and weakened 
vocal cords. But with the right 
prescription and after 20 or so 
visits, the throat condition dis- 
appeared and the clarity of her 
voice returned. However, the 
therapists point out, when the 
vocal cords have become flabby 
and weak, the voice does not 
return to its former volume.

in—but he said goodby with a 
clear, confident tone, This was 
merely a case of teaching him 


how to use his vocal cords and 
carry his voice over a difficult 
time. 


But even though the trouble 
is all functional—that is, wrong 
use of the voice—the therapists 
have found that emotional prob- 
lems often cause that misuse. A 
husky-voiced girl was found to 
be extremely unhappy in her 
home situation where her pos- 
sessive parents expected too 
much work of her and caused 
her to rebel and to strain for 
freedom, The _ strain in her 
thoughts echoed itself in her 
throat and her voice just gave 
out. In addition to teaching her 
how to use her voice properly 
Brown brought a social service 
counselor in on the case and 
with her support, because it 
seemed wise, the patient was 
able to decide to leave her un- 
happy home and become inde- 
pendent. The combination treat- 
ment enabled her to speak 
again. 

It is not claimed, of course, 
that every person who walks 
in with a whisper walks out 
with a shout, but it has been 
possible to help hundreds from 
St. Louis and from distant 
points who, through no actual 
physical cause that would re- 
spond to medical treatment, suf- 
fer chronic laryngitis or loss of 
speech. 


“It’s a matter of trying to 
discover the normal and nat- 
ural reflexes and encouraging 
the patient to exercise in order 
to release those natural reflex- 
es,” Brown said. “He must 
cast aside o!d habits, learn re- 
laxation and acquire new habits 
which will build muscle tone. 


“The vocal cords are really 
muscles. In fact, they were 
never intended as an aid to 
speech. ‘Originally, their pur- 
pose was to serve as a valve 
to keep foreign matter from 
entering the lungs. Fish have 
no vocal cords because they 
have no lungs. 


“But as man progressed, he 
acquired speech which is a 
combination of shape and sound. 
The early man merely grunted 
in his throat without shaping 
words with his lips. 


“We have found that most 
people don’t really know how 
to use their voices. Each of us 
has a natural tone, a natural 
range, but we don’t always 
know what that range and tone 
are. A little boy came in here 
speaking in a resping tone. We 
found he was trying to imitate 
his dad and because he pitched 
his voice too low, his throat 


became irritated and his voice 
failed him. 

“This imitation can harm the 
voice, just as can tod much 
yelling and screaming or an 
emotional strain.” 

Both Brown and Forney, in- 
cidentally, got into this work 
because of their own sore 
throats. 

Brown, a New Englander, had 
wanted to sing professionally 
since boyhood but as he con- 
tinued to practice he realized 
he was straining his voice so 
he began to study to see if 
he could find an answer to the 
trouble. His career brought him 
to Shurtleff College in Alton, 
Ill., in 1947 as a teacher of 
singing and five years later a 
chance visit with a friend who 
had gone into the field of voice 
therapy found him a willing 
and eager student of the sub- 
ject. He accompanied the friend, 
David Blair McClosky of Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in 
Boston, to a demonstration he 
was conducting at Washington 
University School of Medicine, 
and later, when the school de- 
cided to add a voice therapist to 


the staff, Brown was chosen to |

BOUT this same time, Kan- 
A sas-born Forney, also a sing- 

er and teacher, had moved 
to the University of Idaho facul- 
ty following teaching posts in 
Kansas, New York and Texas. 
Like Brown, he realized that 
through training he was forcing 
his voice and straining his throat 
and he too decided to do some- 
thing about it. When he heard 
of the St. Louis voice therapy 
program, he saw in it a “chance 
to do more good than just 
teaching singing,” and came to 
St. Louis to work with Brown, 
He is now a voice instructor at 
Shurtleff College and assistant 
secretary of the St. Louis Civic 
Music League, in addition to 
handling a portion of the voice 
therapy work. 

“The voice is so closely re- 
lated to personality,” he said, 
“that it is wise to make the best 
possible use of it. You can tell 
a great deal about an individual 
from his voice. Is it shrill? He 
probably is a tense, shrill, carp- 
ing individual. Is it mellow? 
He is easy-going, not to high- 
strung. 

“And you can tell something 
of his background and his way 
of life. City voice often are 
harsher than those from rural 
areas. I suppose we hear so 
much noise in the city and we 
compete avith so many harsh 
sounds that our voices naturally 
become more shrill. 

“But reversing this, an un- 
healthy voice can affect person- 
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ality. I remember one woman 
who came to us, anxious to re- 
lieve the huskiness in her voice 
because she said she was so em- 
barrassed about it that she had 
withdrawn from associating with 
others. She wanted very much 
to visit with her children’s 
friends, but found she was grow- 
ing more and more reluctant to 
talk to them and soon became 
almost a recluse from outside 
society.” 


Both of the therapists point 
out that a person seld hears 


himself as others hear him,___— realizes. 


“Sometimes,” said Forney, “it 
seems to be a vicious circle and 
you don’t know which came 
first, the unhealthy voice or the 
unhealthy personality. A person 


with a bad throat is under 
strain and he reflects. that 
strain in his attitude toward 


others. Or, by the same token, 
he may be an unfriendly person 
anyway, and the tension and

conflict within himself reflect 
themselves in a sharp, unattrac- 
tive voice. 

“IT remember a straw boss 
of mine who had such a harsh, 
ugly voice that he made every- 
one around him unhappy. I 
often wondered if things 
wouldn’t have gone better and 
more harmoniously in that sit- 
uation if he had had a kinder, 
gentler voice. 


“You know, a boss can do 
r more with his voice than he 
By his manner of 
speaking, he can make his em- 
ployes either comfortable and 
at ease or tense and worried. 
And the comfortable and happy 
employe is going to do far more 
efficient. work than the worried 
one. 

“Maybe this would be a far 
more pleasant and peaceful 
world if people only knew how 
to handle their voices better.”

U.N. Role in 
Middle East 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. 
U NLESS the leadership in 


the United Nations takes a 

firm stand with Egypt's 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
very soon, I think we are going 
to be in real trouble, for the 
hope of a peaceful settlement 
of difficulties in the Middle 
East lies in the ability to keep 
the existing peace. 


A return of Egyptian rule in 
the Gaza strip would mean, 
without question, a return to 
the raids that fomented so 
much trouble and eventually led 
to Israel's attack in this area. 


Israel's withdrawal from the 
Gaza strip and Gulf of Aqaba 
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area was predicated on the be- 
lief that all nations would live 
up to their promises under the 
U.N. Charter and would permit 
the U.N, to take over where it 
seemed necessary to preserve 
peace in an aren.

IF NASSER ‘new refuses to 
co-operate, then the failure of 
a peaceful settlement lies 
squarely on the shoulders of the 
government of Egypt. In spite 
of the fact that the Asian pow- 
ers want to support the Arab 
countries, I think they will find 
it more difficult to do so if this 
attitude is maintained. 

Maj. Gen. E. L. M. Burns, UV. 
N. commander in the Middle 
East, feels that the mob vio- 
lence in the Gaza area is organ- 
ized on Communist lines and 
has so reported.
